Brigadier General Jonathan L. Holman, the new commanding gen- 
eral at Aberdeen Proving Ground, has seen long and varied service 
during his 34 years as an officer in the United States Army. 


His first service was with the 24th Cavalry and 82nd Field Artillery 
at Fort Sill, Okla., and Fort Bliss, Texas, from July 1918 until Septem- 
per, 1919. Gen. Holman then was transferred to Europe where he 
served with the American Expeditionary Forces in France and with 
he American Forces in Coblenz-Lutzel, Germany, until January 1921 
when he returned to the United States. He joined the lst Field Artl- 
‘ery at Fort Sill and he remained there until October 1921 when he 
moved to Fort Bliss as an officer in the 82nd Field Artillery Battalion. 


In July 1923, he entered the Ordnance School, Watertown Arsenal, 
Mass., and was graduated in July 1925. He then served as assistant 
in the New York District Ordnance Office unt'] June 1928 when he 
was transferred to the San Antonio Arsenal and San Antonio Ord- 
nance Depot, Texas, as Assistant to the Commanding Officer. He re- 
mained there for three years, returning to West Point in August 1931 
as an instructor and Ordnance Property Officer. 


Brig. Gen. Holman enrolled in the Command and General Staff 
School, Fort Leavenworth, Kan., in 1936 and was graduated the next 
year. In September 1937 he was named Ordnance Officer, Hawaiian 
Separate Coast Artillery Brigade, Fort DeRussy, Hawaii. The follow- 
ing February he was transferred to the Hawaiian Ordnance Depot 
where he served in various staff capacities. 

Upon returning to the United States he enrolled in the Army In- 
dustrial College, Washington, D. C., and after his graduation ‘n June 
1940, he was assigned to the Office of the Chief of Ordnance, District 
Control Division, in the capital. 

The following year he was assigned to the Office of Emergency 
Management, Lend-Lease Admin'stration where he served until the 
outbreak of World War II. 


Early in January, 1942, he embarked for Australia as Ordnance 
Officer of the first command to be formed in the Southeast Pacific 
area, and served successively as Chief Ordnance Officer of the United 
States Army Forces in Australia: Army Services of Supply; and 
Army Forces in the Far East between February, 1942 and September 
1943. In October of the same year, he was announced as Chief of 
Staff of the Army Services. of Supply in the Southwest Pacific area. 
During this time he participated in the East Indies, Papuan, New 
Guinea, Southern Philippines, Luzon and Leyte Campaigns. 

Brig. Gen. Holman moved to Manila in June, 1945 where he served 
as Acting Chief of Staff of the forces in the western Pacific. At the 
same time he was appointed Theatre Ordnance Officer in Pacific 
General Headquarters in which assignment he continued his service 
in the Philippines and Japan. He was among the officers present on 
the U.S.S. Missouri to witness the surrender ceremony on September 
Phy (Weyl 

Upon returning to the States in October, he was made Deputy G-4 
in the Office of the Assistant Chief of Staff, War Department General 
Staff. In February 1946 he was made Chief of the Stock Control Divi- 
sion, Field Service, Office, Chief of Ordnance, in Washington and 
later was appointed Chief of Industrial Division, Office, Chief of 
Ordnance. 

In August, 1949, Brig. Gen. Holman was transferred to the Indus- 
trial College of the Armed Forces where he was appointed Assistant 
to the Commandant, and the following October was appointed Deputy 
Commandant for Education in which capacity he has served until his 
assignment to the Proving Ground. 

He was promoted to brigadier general (temporary) on February 
5, 1943 and was commissioned permanently on July 19, 1949. 

Brig. Gen. Holman holds, among numerous other decorations, the 
Bronze Star Medal, The Distinguished Service Medal, and the Philip- 
pines Liberation Ribbon with star. 


| 
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Brig. Gen. Thomas K. Vincent entered the 
Army as a second lieutenant in the field ar- 
tillery in 1917 and was assigned to Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kansas. 


During World War I, he served at Fort Sill, 
Okla., later the Philippine Islands, Frankford 
Arsenal, Raritan Arsenal, Watertown Arsenal, 
Washington, D. C., Aberdeen Proving Ground 
and Hawaii. During this time he completed 
courses at The Ordnance School, 1927, and the 
Army Industrial College, 1932. He transferred 
to the Ordnance Corps in 1920. 


In December 1940, Gen. Vincent became 
commanding officer of the Erie Proving Ground 
in Ohio and capably guided the post through 
the throes of the construction and expansion 
period that followed the start of World War II. 
In February, 1942, he was appointed a full 
Colonel in the Ordnance Corps. 


Gen. Vincent was transferred to the office 
of the Chief of Ordnance in Washington in 
August 1942, remaining there until February, 
1946. His wartime posts included that of Dep- 
uty Chief, Production Services Division and 
later Chief of Redistribution and Salvage. 


He served as works manager of Springfield 
Armory from February 1946 to June 1947 be- 
fore going to Europe as commanding officer 
of Griesheim Ordnance Depot, Frankford, Ger- 
many, August 1947-August 1948. In December 
1948 he came to Aberdeen Proving Ground as 
deputy commander. In August, 1951, he was 
appointed in command of the Ordnance Train- 
ing Command with headquarters at Aberdeen. 


Gen. Vincent graduated from Baltimore 
City College, 1912, received a bachelor of 
science in mechanical engineering from Kan- 
sas State College in 1916, and an SB in me- 
chanical engineering from Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology in 1932. 


His decorations include the Legion cf Merit 
and Commendation Ribbon.

Colonel Dutton came to the Proving Ground from Picatinny Arsenal, 
Dover, N. J., where he has been deputy commander for the past year. 
Prior to that he was chief of the Technical Division for five years. 


Col. Dutton graduated from the U.S. Military Academy in 1925 and 
was a proof director on the Anti-Aircraft Range here in 1928-29 (APG). 
He returned to the Proving Ground in 1935-36, as a student in the Ad- 
vanced Officers Course at the Ordnance School. 


His next assignment at the Proving Ground was in 1942-43, as presi- 
dent of the Ordnance Board. 


The colonel is also an alumnus of Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, and was an instructor at West Point in Ordnance and Gunnery 
and Mechanics. 


In World War II, Col. Dutton served in Paducah during the construc- 
tion of the world’s largest TNT Plant at the Kentucky Ordnance Works 
and his Ordnance Board assignment followed. At the end of 1943, he was 
assigned to the China-Burma-India Theater, where he later became 
Ordnance officer for the China Theater and then director of supply on 
the staff of Gen. Albert Wedemeyer. On his return from the Orient in 
1946, he conducted an inspection tour of the European Theater for the 
Chief of Ordnance. 


The Story of 


The most spectacular show on earth, “old hat’ to those 
who produce it, is the daily routine at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground. The humming noise of machine shops, the con- 
stant “ba-loom!" or “rat-tat-tat’’ of exploding ammunition, 
the open exhausts of strange experimental vehicles soon 
become only minor irritations to the army of people who 
work within its miles of fences. 


In the past 33 years at this installation, the heart of 
Army Ordnance, thousands of vehicles have been tested, 
travelling nearly six million miles in the process; over a 
million artillery and small arms weapons have fired more 
than a billion rounds of ammunition, and a hundred mil- 
lion man-hours have been spent in perfecting new mate- 
rials and equipment for the Armed Forces. 150,000 officers 
and enlisted men have received technical training at The 
Ordnance School, and 350,000 men have gone through 
the Ordnance Replacement Training Center and related 
emergency training facilities. 


A fantastic amount of logistical data has been worked 
out and hundreds of spectacular new ideas studied by 
The Ordnance Board, vast quantities of test equipment 
and materials stored at Aberdeen Ordnance Depot, and

stallation. 


Much of the area included within the reservation is under water, 
: and the terrain, including an additional tract of land near Church- 
ville, Maryland, provides every conceivable type of surface. Be- 
yond the limits of the reservation proper the waters of Chesapeake 
Bay are often utilized for long-range firing tests to a point south 
of Baltimore. 


In 1917 when the facilities at Sandy Hook, New Jersey, proved 
inadequate the present site was selected. Because of its location 
on th bay, topographical features, and nearness to Washington, 
D. C., Aberdeen Proving Ground has proven ideal for its mission. 

The Proving Ground is a self-contained city in an area about 
six miles wide and 18 miles long. In addition to its headquarters 
it consists of seven major divisions of varied activities necessary 
to the Ordnance mission.

Ground: in 1902: the installation underwent no further major change 
until its transfer to its present site, 1 January 1918. The original 
purchase of 63,759 acres was expanded to its present area of 
36,734 acres of water and marshland and 37,701 acres of dry land.

River to the southwest and includes all that part of Gunpowder 
Neck not occupied by the Chemical Center. 


Ballistic Research Laboratories Conduct Detailed Studies 


The Ballistic Research Laboratories make fundamental studies 
of the phenomena associated with weapons, leading to an in- 
creased knowledge of ballistic science and providing a basis for 
the design of new weapons. Concentrated here are many of the 
world’s most brilliant scientists. Its roster of physicists and mathe- 
maticians looks as if it might have been lifted from the pages of 
Who's Who—men so much absorbed in their fields that they often 
pursue new ideas as hobbies, working out, in off-duty time, such 
sensational new developments as the Electrical Numerical In- 
tegrator and Computer (ENIAC), a mechanical “brain” which 
works out a series of calculations in a few seconds which would 
have required a corps of mathematicians an incredible time to 
complete; or the camera which employs a revolving mirror to ex- 
pose ten billion frames per second, the highest-speed camera in 
the world. 


The Supersonic Wind Tunnels and field crews of the Ballistic 
Research Laboratories are producing a substantial volume of 
useable scientific data and completely measured trajectories 
necessary to the research nad development of guided missiles, 
improved bombs and similar weapons. Speeds of over four times 


that of sound are generatec within the tunnel’s flexible throat, 
thus subjecting small models of fantastically expensive items to 
a far greater strain than can be found in nature, and at the same 
time compile data at relatively small expense. 


Development and Proof Services Tests Ordnance Items 


Development and Proof Services is charged with the responsi- 
bility of operating the Proving Ground's function as the Ordnance 
Corps’ development, testing and acceptance agency for the Armed 
Forces. It is in this command that ihe most dramatic show is con- 
tinually in progress. Here experimental arms are fired and new 
types of ammunition exploded, often rudely shaking buildings and 
knocking pictures from the walls in their area of concussion. 


Here experimental vehicles are subjected to a continuous test 
grind until, like the wonderful one-hoss shay, they are completely 
xhausted. Here explosives are tested against salvage aircraft, and 
the aircraft conversely, against every known type of explosive. 
Here pilot models of new Ordnance items such as arms, ammuni- 
tion, transport and combat vehicles are developed and subjected 
to the most gruelling engineering tests devised by man. Develop- 
ment and Proof Services also maintains a paint and chemical 
laboratory, one of the finest in the United States, for tests of 
paints, cleaners, brake fluids and lubricants used by the Army. 
Several automotive test courses and numerous firing ranges and 
climatic test devices provide the world’s best facilities for this 
work, 


The Ordnance Board Plans Use of Men and Materiel 


The Ordnance Board studies and makes recommendations on 
the employment of Ordnance personnel and materiel, prepares

manuals on all subjects in the field of Ordnance and develops 
ideas, as approved by the Chief of Ordnance, for new or modified 
items in response to problems presented bv troops in the field. 
While the observable operation of the Board is unspectacular, in 
that it largely deals with the cerebration of some of the Ordnance 
Corps’ most gifted and experienced high ranking technical spe- 
cialists, the results it achieves rank with the more photogenic 
operations here in proving the miraculous a commonplace. Its 
projects, assigned by the Chief of Ordnance, may include a simple 
change in a table of equipment, or the bland order to reduce the 
weight of material carried by a soldier by 50% while increasing 
his firepower and invulnerability. Such extremes are accepted by 
the Board with equal equanimity and quietly pursued according 
to the priorities assigned them. 


The Ordnance School Directs All Technical Training 


The Ordnance School is the Army's “College of Ordnance 
where officers and enlisted men are given advanced training in 
fire control, automotive, ammunition, depot and supply, shop, 
small arms and artillery. It is the mission of The Ordnance School 
tc train specialists in field maintenance of the various standard 
Ordnance items of equipment in order to provide the using army 
with the greatest and most efficient fire power. In this connection 
it trains all the highly specialized teams which are scattered 
throughout the Army, making each man an expert in each of the 
jobs done by the team. It supervises all phases of Ordnance 
training and produces all training aids for the Army-wide train- 
ing program. The Ordnance School trained representative Ord- 
nance personnel of all the Allied Powers during the war. This in- 
cludes every phase of training, from planning correspondence

courses to conducting classes all the way from awarding of gram- 
mer-school educational certificates to post-graduate university 
study in matters pertaining to Ordnance. 


Aberdeen Ordnance Depot Stores Test Items and Equipment 


Aberdeen Ordnance Depot receives and stores major items of 
Ordnance general supplies. The main mission of the Depot at the 
present time is the maintenance-in-storage of small arms, anti- 
aircraft and mobile artillery, fire control equipment and Ordnance 
general supplies which have been shipped to the Depot from 
overseas and various posts, camps and stations. It receives and 
stores captured and confiscated enemy small arms, fire control } 
and artillery materiel for distribution to the Armed Forces and 
various governmental agencies for technical study. The Depot 
also provides standby and long-term storage for all major items 
of Ordnance weapons ranging from calibre .30 arms through 16 
inch Naval guns. 


Phillips Field Conducts Air Operations 


Phillips Field performs services for the other major commands, 
particularly in connection with the testing of weapons and am- 
munition in their effect upon and use with aircraft. It operates all | 
types of aircraft, according to the requirement of the moment, | 
whether of the Air Force or the Navy, or the small liaison Army 
planes and helicopters, and maintains a weather squadron. 


The Ordnance Replacement Training Center Conducts 
Ordnance Basic Training | 


The Ordnance Replacement Training Center, activated 11 Sep- 
tember 1950, prepares soldiers for Ordnance units by an intensive 
program of specialized Ordnance training, as well as through 
general basic training for the foot soldier. Functioning as a ‘sep- 
arate command it; spreads over a large area of the Proving 
Ground utilizing the temporary-type remodelled constructed for 
the use of tréops ‘in’ World Wear Il, and training many thousands 
of young soldiers in the basic and specialized fields.

Lieutenant Colonel Werngren was born in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, on 3 October 
1914, son of Albin H. and Blenda M. Wern- 
gren. He attended Overbrook High School 
in Philadelphia from which he graduated 
in 1932. After which he went to the Towne 
Scientific School of the University of Penn- 
sylvania from which he received a Bachelor 
of Science Degree in Mechanical Engineer- 
ing in 1937. He was commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant in the Infantry Reserve in July 
1936, having completed the Senior ROTC 
course at the University. In November 1939 
he was promoted to First Lieutenant in the 
Organized Reserve Corps. He went on active 
duty as a First Lieutenant in the ORC with 
the Ordnance School at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Maryland, in January, 1941. There he 
served in numerous capacities, including in- 
structor in the Officers’ course, company com- 
mander of several Officers’ Candidate com- 
panies, including the first one to be acti- 
vated, Assistant Director of Military Training 
for The Ordnance School, and for several 
months was the Director of Supply for the 
School. 


In February 1942 he was promoted to Cap- 
tain, AUS, and in August 1942 was assigned 


to the Office of Chief of Ordnance, Washington, D. C. as a member of the Operations Section, and later Training Doc- 
trine Section of the Training Division, OCO. 

In February 1943 he was promoted to Major, AUS and transferred to the Training Division, Army Service Forces 
that same month. He served as a member of the Ordnance Section of the Training Division, ASF until the Spring 
of 1944 when he was transferred to the Military Personnel Division, ASF where he served until June 1945. 

In 1943 while on TDY from Headquarters, ASF, he graduated with the 14th General Staff class, Command and 
General Staff School, Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. He was transferred overseas to the Philippine Islands in July 
1945 where he was asigned as a member of the Philippine Army Section of Headquarters, Army Forces in the 
Pacific (AFPAC). 

On 4 November, 1945, he was promoted io Lieutenant Colonel, AUS and remained with AFPAC and_ later 
AFWESPAC as American Advisor to the G-l of the Philippine Army until May 1946. For this service with the Phillip- 
pine. Army he was awarded the Distinguished Service Star by that Government, and later the American Commenda- 
tion Ribbon by the United States Government covering the same period of service. 

In May 1946 he was transferred to Korea as the Ordnance Officer of the 6th_ Infantry Division then _perform- 
ing Occupation in that country. He served in the capacity of Division Ordnance Officer_until November 1947 when 
he was returned to the United States and assigned as the Executive fficer to the Corps Ordnance Officer, V 
Corps, Fort Bragg, North Carolina. In the Spring of 1949 he became the Acting Ordnance Officer of the Corps. 

In August 1946 he was commissioned as a First Lieutenant, Regular Army with a date of rank of 3 October 
1942. In July 1948 he was promoted to Captain, Regular Army. 

During the period, August 1949 to August 1950 he was assigned as a student at the University of Michigan to 
work on his Masters Degree in Industrial Management. In August 1950, due to the outbreak of hostilities in_Korea 
and the resulting partial mobilization, he was withdrawn from the University and assigned to Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Maryland with the mission of activating and commanding the ORTC, ‘a4 post which he has held to date. 

In May 1951 he received a promotion to Major, Regular Army.
